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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has 
been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on December 8, 2008 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 3, 5, 13 and 15-19 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. Specifically, the persuasive arguments are those pertaining to 
the limitation of claim 1 1 (now cancelled) that has been incorporated into claims 1 and 17 that 
recites a third bending element piece that is positioned near the centerline of the absorbent 
body and extends in a direction toward the peripheral edges of the absorbent body from the 
second axis at a prescribed angle, and the argument made that Osborn does not disclose a 
finger hole as claimed. 

Oa th/Declaration

4. Claims 1, 3, 5, 13 and 15-19 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments and amendment to the claims have successfully overcome all outstanding claim 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103 over the Osborn reference. As the Osborn reference is 
considered herein to be the closest prior art of record, and Osborn no longer teaches or 
suggests every limitation of independent claims 1 and 17 as amended, claims 1, 3, 5, 13 and 
15-19 are considered to be in condition for allowance.
